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NORTHERN AREA 



The above picture is one way the people 
of Rycroft, Alberta, say “Welcome” to 
our town “The Hub of the Great Peace 
River Country”. 

Rycroft is an active Northwestern Al¬ 
berta town and is situated at the cross¬ 
roads of Highways 2 and 49 in the fer¬ 
tile Central Peace River Country. The 
town was incorporated as a Village on 
March 15, 1944, and now has a popula¬ 
tion of 600 people. The slogan name 
“Hub of the Peace” is very appropriate, 
for the centre is geographically located 
as such. 

Hockey and baseball have been the 
most popular sports in Rycroft for many 
years. However, with the forming of a 
publicly sponsored Recreation Board on 
April 13, 1965, recreation in its physical 
and cultural form is expected to be given 
an added incentive. The Recreation 
Board, as formed, consists of seven mem¬ 
bers who are Joe Margel, representing 
the town council; Nick Iannone, Vince 
Durda, Nick D. Shmyr, Mrs. Grace Craig 
and Ernie White. 

RECREATION SURVEY CONDUCTED 
IN 1964 

It should be noted that the Council of 
Rycroft, before passing the Recreation 
By-law undertook what is known as a 
“Recreation Survey”. From practical 
experience, we have found that this 
survey was the “key” to the formation 
of our Recreation Board. The object 
of the survey was to find out what 
the people of Rycroft and district are 
doing in the field of recreation and cul¬ 
tural development; to find out what they 
wanted to do, to co-ordinate present ac¬ 
tivities; to provide more activities and

a variety of activities for young and old; 
to prevent duplication and a waste of 
public money in construction of capital 
projects; to equalize, the burden and les¬ 
sen the burden on those persons who 
are very active members of different 
organizations; to provide more and bet¬ 
ter leadership training by sending inter¬ 
ested citizens to take leadership train¬ 
ing courses and of course to make Ry¬ 
croft and district a leading Northern 
community. 

Mr. Syd Moore, the Northern Area 
Consultant of the Provincial Recreation 
and Cultural Development Branch, was 
contacted to assist in planning. A plan 
was drawn up on the basis of a face to 
face questionnaire. The survey was ac¬ 
complished by making enquiries into 
the following areas: 

1. Peoples’ interests—available leaders. 

2. Existing programs and activities. 

3. Existing facilities. 

A total of 175 families were contacted 
and surveyed. This total was made up 
of 128 from Rycroft and 47 from the 
surrounding area. A total of 552 people 
were surveyed; 33 of these have indi¬ 
cated the ability and willingness to give 
leadership training in 37 separate acti¬ 
vities. On the survey sheet there were 
73 different recreational activity chores 
available. Of these, 59 are available 
now, many need further investigation. 
Most active in order were: 1 curling, 2 
hockey, 3 baseball. Most requested were 
swimming, bowling, library. The most 
requested which can make use of exist¬ 
ing facilities are: 1 shooting, 2 wood¬ 
working, 3 modern folk-dancing, 4 ski¬ 
ing, 5 horseshoe pitching. The survey 
also pointed out that there were 35 or¬ 
ganizations providing some sort of ac¬ 
tivity for the people of Rycroft and 
district. 

ART, CERAMICS, POTTERY 
CLASSES HELD 

Classes in basic art training have been 
held this past year, along with ceramics 
and pottery, and these classes were ar¬ 
ranged under the capable leadership and 
guidance of Mrs. Elizabeth Priegert. who 
brings her knowledge to Rycroft from 
Belgium. Mrs. Priegert is now making 
arrangements for “painting in diverse 
media”, as a follow up of the past ses¬ 
sions; also in mind for this coming fall 
is a class in copper enamelling. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS GROUP FORMED 



The Rycroft Arts and Crafts Group 
was fromed in 1964 with 30 members 
taking part. One of the first projects 
that the group undertook was Ukrainian 
Easter Egg Decorating. Mrs. Nick San- 
dul was the instructor and a very suc¬ 
cessful course was completed. Since 
then courses have been given in bas¬ 
ketry, copper tooling and others. 

DRESSMAKING 

Due to the widespread interest and 
enthusiasm for sewing in the group, a 
full class was enrolled on October 15, 

1964, with the much appreciated encour¬ 
agement and approval of Mr. Syd Moore, 
Northern Consultant, and Mrs. Evy Mc- 
Bryan, Arts and Crafts Co-ordinator of 
Grande Prairie. The class has proved 
so popular that the group plans on 
considerable expansion in the fall of 

1965, and are looking forward to the 
time when they will be able to enlist 
assistance from the Arts and Crafts 
Division of the Province. The ladies of 
this group are very fortunate in having 
Mrs. Muriel Rieger, who resides in the 
Rycroft district, for an instructor. Mrs. 
Rieger studied Industrial Dressmaking 
and Design, Ladies’ Tailoring and Millin¬ 
ery, at the Provincial Institute of Tech¬ 
nology and Art, Calgary, Alberta. 

BALL 

On the ball diamonds, Rycroft has 
senior baseball and fastball, with both 
teams competing in their respective 
Central Peace Leagues. Minor baseball 
is also active with the Rycroft Branch 
of the Canadian Legion sponsoring the 
youngsters.

TOWN PLANS 
RECREATIONAL CENTRE 

A major step towards a Recreational 
Centre was completed last fall, with the 
acquisition of seven acres of land cen¬ 
trally located in the town. A firm of 
consulting engineers was engaged to 
draw up a plot plan of the area for de¬ 
velopment on a staged program basis. 
Incorported in the plan are: a covered 

~ ice~ arena, curling rink, tennis courts, 
baseball diamond, swimming pool, wad¬ 
ing pool and ample parking space. The 
first capital project undertaken on the 
site was the building of an outdoor 
skating rink, so designed that a roof 
could be erected over it, without any 
loss of present building. It is antici¬ 
pated that within two years this rink 
will be completed, along with a curling 
rink. The senior baseball enthusiasts 
have given some indication that they 
would assist financially and with volun¬ 
teer labor in getting the new baseball 
diamond completed this year. 


MINOR HOCKEY 

Minor hockey in Rycroft has taken a 
big swing upward, with new enthusiasm 
being injected into the youngsters by 
two new coaches, namely: Gerry Brown 
and Nick Iannone. 

Wee Wee’s, Pee Wee’s, Bantams and 
Juvenile teams have been very active, 
with the Wee Wee’s (9 and under) show¬ 
ing the most interest. Between 20 and 
28 youngsters showed up regularly this 
winter, despite the sub-zero weather and 
chilling winds. However, there are plans 
to cover the new outdoor skating rink. 
The newly formed Juvenile team, has 
a new coach already enlisted for next 
season’s play, and the word is that 
all other Juvenile teams in the Peace 
should be prepared to meet the most 
powerful Juvenile hockey team ever iced 
in this area. 

A minor hockey fathers and sons ban¬ 
quet was sponsored by the Athletic As¬ 
sociation last winter, attended by 75 
youngsters and their fathers. 

Sponsorship of the Wee Wees and the 
Pee Wees has been under the auspices 
of the Rycroft Elks for quite some time, 
and much credit must be given to this 
fine organization in their generous ef¬ 


forts.. Besides the Elks, the Rycroft 
Athletic Associaiton also help in foster¬ 
ing this clean outdoor sport for young¬ 
sters. Interest in sponsorship of minor 
hockey has been so keen in Rycroft, that 
the newly formed Rycroft Jaycees have 
expressed their desire to sponsor a team 
this coming season. 


BROOMBALL 

This past winter the new hockey rink 
was well utilized by young and old, 
and broomball was encouraged by the 
Athletic Association. A “Muk-Luk” 
Broomball tourney was held with some 
10 teams entered from town and the 
district. Euthusiasts in broomball are 
all looking forward to forming a 
league next winter. During March 
an Ice Carnival was held, which was a 
resounding success. Such events as 
minor hockey, broomball, races, fancy 
costumes, moccasin dance and a gigantic 
winter wiener roast were enjoyed. 


CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 

The Association of United Ukrainian 
Canadians has played a leading role in 
this northwestern community in pre¬ 
serving a rich Ukrainian Canadian heri¬ 
tage of song, dance and music, thus add¬ 
ing to the culture of Canada. This or¬ 
ganization has staged many concerts 
and plays in Rycroft and other Peace 
River centres since the 1930’s. Last 
year the Rycroft group was instru¬ 
mental in helping to organize a Peace 
River Folk Festival with some 200 per¬ 
formers on stage. This organization is 
looking forward to working with the 
newly formed Rycroft Recreational Board 
in further promoting this type of cul¬ 
tural activity—with the 1967 Centennial 
celebrations in mind. 


BALLET GROUP FORMED 

A ballet group has been organized and 
nine ballet students are travelling from 
Rycroft to Grande Prairie every Satur¬ 
day for instructions. Our hope for this 
coming fall is to get an even larger 
group, thus allowing an instructor to 
come to Rycroft. Interest indications 
are that the group may have as many 
as 25 students taking part this fall.

A. PURPOSE: 

1. To offer persons employed in the 
recreation field, who are unable 
to attend university, an opportu¬ 
nity for professional development. 

2. To enable communities to take 
advantage of present provincial 
grants paid on behalf of qualified 
recreation personnel. 

B. ELIGIBILITY: 

1. Candidates must provide docu¬ 
ments to substantiate: 

(a) A complete grade eleven edu¬ 
cation or better 

(b) Leadership training at the ac¬ 
tivity level, i.e., four week 
Alberta Recreation Leader¬ 
ship School or the equivalent. 

2. Candidates over the age of 21 
years will be given preference. 

3. If registration is not filled by Al¬ 
berta students, a limited number 
of out-of-Province students may 
be accepted. 

4. All candidates must be prepared 
to complete both the correspon¬ 
dence and seminar sections in 
each year and must also be pre¬ 
pared to participate in short 
courses as indicated in sections
